For  three  consecutive  seasons,  the  "Bloomfield  Bengals"  were  named 
champions  of  Northern  New  Jersey.  But  this  year  Phillipsburg  has  been 
named  co-champions.  Bloomfield  has  booked  Phillipsburg  for  the  initial 
game  next  fall  to  prevent  this  from  occurring  again.  In  1932  the  Bengals 
were  given  the  title  when  Dickinson  proved  to  be  ineligible.  In  1933  Bloom¬ 
field  won  the  title  again,  amassing  351  points  to  the  opponents'  6. 

The  following  year  Bloomfield  acquired  the  title  of  champion  by  ils 
victory  over  Collingswood,  Southern  Jersey  s  star  pigskin  manipulators.  This 
year  the  Bloomfield  eleven  completed  its  schedule  undefeated,  untied  and 
unscored  upon,  with  every  opponent  pointing  for  the  Bengals  and  making 
the  meeting  their  big  game.  The  Bloomtielders  found  themselves  co¬ 
champions  with  Phillipsburg  for  the  Northern  New  Jersey  crown. 

The  Bengals  opened  their  season  on  the  28th  of  September  with  the 
1934  greater  New  York  City  Champions,  James  Madison.  The  Madisoneans 
were  easily  taken  into  camp  on  a  wet  and  muddy  field,  and  proved  to 
be  just  a  workout  for  Bloomfield  because  at  the  end  of  four  quarters  the  score 
was  41-0  in  favor  of  the  home  town  boys. 

On  the  following  Saturday  the  Bloomfielders  invaded  Belleville  and 
brought  home  the  bacon,  after  downing  the  Bell  boys,  1 3-0. 

A  week  later  we  took  on  the  Sunnysiders  from  Newark  and  they  pro¬ 
vided  us  with  several  headaches.  Up  to  this  time  no  one  had  been  able 
to  make  a  first  down,  but  the  Newark  boys  threatened  our  goal  by  making 
four  first  downs  in  a  row.  When  the  whistle  blew  the  score  was  13-0  in 
favor  of  the  Bengals. 

The  boys  from  the  Silk  City,  Paterson,  invaded  us  on  October  19.  The 
Bengals  started  off  with  a  crashing  attack  of  rushing,  passing,  and  kicking 
which  lasted  throughout  the  game.  This  proved  to  be  too  much  for  the 
visitors  who  went  home  defeated  32-0. 

On  the  next  Saturday  the  lads  from  Dickinson  in  Jersey  City,  paid  us 
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a  pleasant  visit.  Perhaps  they  canne  over  with  the  idea  of  repeating  what 
they  had  done  in  1932,  defeating  us  32-0;  if  so,  they  were  mistaken  for  they 
were  sent  home  on  the  short  end  of  a  26-0  score. 

November  2  saw  the  second  largest  attendance  of  the  year  when 
Garfield  invaded  our  town.  They  came  over  all  steamed  up,  but  the  Bergen 
County  boys  were  put  away  for  another  year  to  the  tune  of  25-0. 

A  journey  into  the  Camptown,  Irvington,  on  the  following  Saturday  did 
the  team  a  world  of  good.  When  the  smoke  had  cleared  away,  the  final 
score  was  31-0  in  favor  of  Bloomfield. 

A  week  later  we  took  on  our  pre-turkey  day  rivals,  Nutley.  They  too 
came  over  hoping  to  do  something  they  had  done  before,  for  in  1933  they 
were  the  only  team  to  score  on  us.  All  their  hopes  soon  disappeared,  and 
again  Bloomfield  came  through  13-0. 

Thanksgiving  morning  came,  cloudy  and  damp,  but  that  did  not  stop 
some  16,000  people  from  filling  our  stadium.  For  those  who  were  unable  to 
attend  the  traditional  game,  it  was  broadcast.  Montclair  was  supposed  to 
be  able  to  score  on  us  if  they  did  not  upset  the  Bengals,  but  the  Bengals 
won  12-0  in  a  game  in  which  not  a  single  major  penalty  was  imposed.
